the relation between tbe dynasty and 
the people in China, according to a pa- 
per by Harold Boice in the Booklovers' 
Magazine. At one time officials exact- 
ed commodities from 
merchants at 


rates ruinously below 
their actual 


value. It was euphemistically called 
selling at "mandarin prices." Now all 
that officials and nobles wear or eat— 
everything they use in any of the arts 
of peace or in ceremonial rites—is paid 
for at the market price. 


Formerly when princes traveled tbe 


people were burdened to pay the ex- 


naos of their journey 
Tlif tidings 


of their coming spread consternation. 
Today when a prince makes a pilgrim- 
age through the empire the taxes along 
the route of his itinerary are in many 
cases remitted as a special act of offi- 
cial chivalry. 


In other ways more intimate rela- 


tions are developed constantly between 
the populace and the governing classes. 
Many of the penal laws of China have 
been modified. From a maximum hun- 
dred blows of the bamboo the agonizing 
limit has been reduced to forty and 
during the hot months to thirty-two. 


Formerly when a criminal deserving 


capital punishment was caught In Chi- 
na no member of his family survived 
to grieve over his disgrace. Extermi- 
nation was grewsomely dealt out to all 
his kindred. This wholesale extirpa- 
tion has been checked, and if a crimi- 
nal happens to be an only child he is 
kept alive and compelled to support the 
parents he has dishonored.

Japanese Pharmacy. 


Japanese druggists are of two classes, 


the one certificated and qualified to 
compound medicines, the other dealing 
in drugs and sundries. 
The native 


doctors for the most part dispense their 
own medicines, though a few write 
prescriptions. The metric system is 
used for both weights and measures. 
There is a considerable popular de- 
mand for household remedies, and 
many of these correspond exactly with 
those which have here long since fall- 
en into disuse. Thus snakes, lizards, 
frogs, crabs and other animals are 
kept in a dried condition in the native 
drug stores and enjoy more or less 
repute as medicinal agents. 


Face paints and powders and vari- 


ous dentifrices are much in vogue, and 
plasters to relieve headache and neu- 
ralgia are largely employed. Massage 
is used in rheumatism and in nervous 
affections and is to a large extent in 
the hands of the blind. The manufac- 
ture of mineral waters is carefully 
supervised by the authorities, and fines 
are inflicted in any case where the of- 
ficial standard of purity is departed 
from. 


'War and DUeaae. 


There is no doubt that if the war 


with Russia Is long- protracted there 
will be an immense amount of disease 
with which to deal. When the rainy 
season set in, considering tbe unsani- 
tary state of the towns in Manchuria, 
typhoid fever will become rife, and i1 
is not unlikely that plague and beriberi 
may attack the tioops. Beriberi is a 
disease to which the Japanese are sus 
ceptible, and plague is a malady more 
prevalent in China than in any other 
country. The work before the medical 
organizations of both Bussiau and Ja- 
panese armies bids fair to tax their re- 
spective capabilities to the utmost. 
But, 
judging from the accounts of the 


Japanese military medical service, it 
should at least be relied upon to cope 
with any situation presenting itself 
with credit—Medical Record. 


Dock In a Deadly Form. 


A short time ago the death was an- 


nounced of Comte Leon de Laubespin 
from the effects of eating a dish of 
duck a la rouennaise. Duck a la rou- 
ennaise is considered very deadly dur- 
ing the hot season for the fbllowmg 
reasons: In order to prepare the dish 
according to the recognized rules the 
duck must rie killed by suffocation. 11 
happens, therefore, that the blood co- 
agulates In the body of the bird in 
such a manner that no amount of 
cooking suffices to sterilize it. In hot 
stormy weather this coagulated blood 
would decompose and contain suffi- 
cient poison to kill any one eating ol 
the dish. The moral of the story would 
appear to be, Don't have your ducks 
cooked a la rouennaise. — Paris Mes- 
senger.

Clyde states, on authority, that the ue 
gotiations between Sir Thomas Lipton 
and the New York Yacht club are likely 
to be brought to a successful issue, in 
which case a challenge for the Ameri- 
ca's cup will be given for next year. The 
question of designer is not altogethei 
free from difficulties; but, the main 
point once settled, these difficulties will 
doubtless disappear. Not only will the 
new measurements rule if the New 
York Yacht club produces a better type 
of boat, but it will also add considera 
bly to the chances of the challenger.— 
London Standard. 


ISTHMIAN CANAL WORK 


onditions In Panama Zone as 


C. W. Russell Saw Them. 


THE CLIMATE 1HD SANITATION. 


Not • Slnvle Cmmtt of Yellow 


Seen—Much of Property L«ft by tke 
French Is In Good Condition—Bl« 
Cat •* Calebra 
Half 
FlnUhed. 


Seven Tear* to C*myl«te Carnal. 


Charles W. Russell, special assistant 


attorney general, wbo assisted in the 
Uual juegouaUons for tue traubfet of 
title and property of the Panama Ca- 
nal company to the United States and 
who was recalled from Paris to go to 
the isthmus to help in the organization 
of a government for the canal zone, re- 
cently returned to Washington. In 
speaking of conditions on the isthmus 
to a reporter of the Washington Post, 
Judge Russell said: 


•We have some 450 square miles of 


territory along the canal route, occu- 
pied by ten or twelve thousand people, 
soon to be increased by several thou- 
sands. They are largely negroes who 
speak what they regard as English and 
Spanish. 
I could seldom tell which 


they were attempting. 
There are a 


few Chinese, very good gardeners and 
shopkeepers, and some persons of Span- 
ish and French extraction. The peo- 
ple, all or nearly all, are living in lit- 
tle villages along the railroad, many 
of them in houses now belonging to 
us and some in houses they own, while 
the land under them is ours. 


"There is very little agriculture—a 


few pineapple and vegetable patches 
and some pastures for cows. I do not 
know that the cows give milk. I never 
saw any except the canned article. 
The cattle look very fine and healthy, 
however, and the Panama country is a 
cattle country. Dense tropical trees, 
vines and bushes on hills, some five to 
eight hundred feet high, and in pictur- 
esque valleys, fill the pictures behind 
the villages except for the small rivers 
and famous Chagres, which sometimes, 
very rarely, rises twenty or thirty feet. 
Near Panama and reaching near the 
canal for miles is a salt marsh fre- 
quented by alligators, throwing up 
grass—so called—twice as high as corn- 
stalks, and a variety of bushes, some 
of them flowering prettily, as at Mira- 
flores, which takes its name from these 
flowers. 


"The populations of Panama and 


Colon, now carefully cut off by a 
boundary delimitation from our zone, 
are similar, but there are more Cau- 
casians and many of unmistakable 
Indian blood. Panama is a Spanish 
looking town of about 20,000 or 25,000 
people, very picturesque from the sea. 
Colon is less Spanish looking and large- 
ly of homely frame houses. . It has pic- 
turesque spots—a few, Cristobal Colon, 
near by, in the zone, comprises three 
or four fine houses on the water's edge 
and a statue of Columbus. The houses 
are known as those of De Lesseps and 
belong to us. 


"I am frequently asked how much 


•work the French dfd on the canal—a 
very important question. They did a 
very considerable amount, principally 
cutting at Culebra, where the ground 
is high for a couple of miles. I slept 
at Culebra, going to Panama every 
morning to work on the construction 
of the zone government. The governor, 
General George Davis, also made his 
home at the cut. He has now moved 
to a hillside near the beautiful hos- 
pital buildings we acquired from the 
French company in the suburbs of 
Panama. 


"One 
hot, bright day, good for seeing 


clearly, I clambered up a hill that 
rises above the great cut, taking a 
Jamaica negro with a machete to clear 
a path, and from the top could see 
about twenty miles'of canal and canal 
route, including a mile or more of the 
immense trench sunk by the Panama 
company, where the force of Jamaica 
negroes transferred to us was working 
with picks, shovels, locomotives and 
dump cars. 


"To the eye the cut seems already 


low and wide enough; but, of course, 
actual measurement leaves it from a 
half to two-thirds unfinished. Almost 
the whole length of the canal has been 
cut to some extent by the French, and 
several miles on the Atlantic side are 
actually open and navigable from the 
sea. The rapid tropical growth hides 
much of the work, but it is there. In 
addition to this, years of recorded ex- 
perience and soundings, borings and 
surveys, flood measurements, rain 
gaugings, labor experiments and ex- 
_periments with machines are turned 
over by the French in minute and 
painstaking charts and books. 


"I am also asked what about the 


condition of the pioperty bought from 
the French. At tirst that seemed to me 
deplorable, wrecks of dump trains and 
digging machines strewing the line of 
the canal in sorrowful abandonment. 
But the case is not so bad. The build- 
ings for workmen and officials, nearly 
all in fine condition, are very numerous 
and would cost a large sum to replace, 
and in many buildings are locomotives 
by the hundreds which are either fit 
for use or, as experiments show, can 
easily be made so. It is true that some 
of the machines are not of the latest 
and best types and will be used little 
or not at all. 


"Then I am nslvi^d about the climate 


and sanitary matters. I want to be 
careful in speaking of these, since I 
do not desire to be responsible for 
alarming those who would work on the 
canal or, on the other band, responsible 
for the d«'ath of persons who may go 
there. I had the advantage of living 
with the principal medical officer then 
on the ground (Colonel Gorgas and oth 
er sanitarians arrived as I was leav- 
ing), 
wbo bad bad a year and a half 


of experience. The picture* I had been 
givon of the isthmus in Paris by those 
who had been on tLe work in the old 
days had made me think that there 
never t£gs such an unhealthy place. 


"Thaw pictures, I found, were not 


untrue. The mortality in the old days 
•was terrible. But I must say that I 
•was hotter9 by far in San Juan. Porto 
Rico, and I found Cuba before the war 
in 1897 far more unhealthy. I do not 
think there is a case of yellow fever 
on the isthmus. One case of smallpox 
was brought into the hospital at Pana- 
ma. Three or four hundred marines 
had lived a year or so near Culebra—at 
Emperador—half of whom bad been 
sick with fevers, etc., but none of whom 
bad died. Some of those who went to 
Panama on the boat with roe were 
sick, but were quickly well. In otber 
words, the isthmus has its diseases- 
fevers of every brand, pernicious, ma- 
larious, mild and severe—but our cli- 
mate up here has its diseases, which, 
if we but think of them all the time, 
will seem a good match for those of 
the isthmus. 


"Many persons told me that they bad 


been living on the isthmus for years 
•without a day's sickness and others 
that they bad got rid of rheumatism 
and other temperate zone diseases and 
were perfectly healthy. Calomel, care 
and quinine, fruit diet, mosquito bars 
and temperate living, with a preference 
for shade and breezes, will enable al- 
most any healthy person to remain so 
there. What Colonel Gorgas and his 
staff can do, moreover, may greatly 
improve the situation. The mosquito 
is • blamed tot nearly everything and 
filthy habits for some. The cities are 
none too clean, but I am skeptical 
about the unhealthiness of miscel- 
laneous dirt. I say nothing for the 
mosquito—he can generally take care 
of himself. 


"I am also asked how long it is going 


to take to build the canal. If we for- 
get all about French delays and con- 
sider merely the question of making 
a ditch which differs from others only 
in size and a dam which is bigger than 
other dams and locks that are merely 
bigger than other locks I do not see 
why, 
with all the money we have, we 


cannot get through in six or seven 
years as well as in twenty. 


"As to the canal work at present, 


several parties of engineers went down 
with me and are at work in the Colon 
harbor, at Bohio, the place of the pro- 
posed great dam, and at Alajuela, some 
eighteen miles off the catfal, where a 
lesser dam is contemplated to furnish 
water to the highest part of the canal. 
Mr. Wallace, the chief engineer, ar- 
rived before I left. Evidently our peo- 
ple are going to build the canal on the 
isthmus and not in Washington. 
The 


French, in what the isthmians called 
the temps de luxe, built it too much in 
Paris. Governor Davis, who is one of 
the commissioners, is always down 
there, and Colonel Hecker, another of 
them,, is. .with Jiim.- 
. , 
- " 


"The Panama government is very 


•willing to make concessions to us and 
anxiously awaiting the improvements 
in sanitary conditions and otherwise, 
of which onr coming gives promise. 
So are the good French sisters of char- 
ity at the hospital, whom I visited and 
looked after a bit at the request of the 
president of the French company." 


TUNNEL LIKE AN INFERNO. 


Hallway Shaft at Gallltztn Filled 


With Death Draft*. 


It has been found that the tunnel 


at Gallitzin, on the summit of the Al- 
leghany mountains, twenty-five miles 
from Altooua, Pa., which the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad recently opened to traf- 
fic, is little short of an inferno, says 
the Philadelphia Ledger. At times the 
temperature rises to ^50 degrees, and 
it never falls below 125. 


The dangerous gases from the en- 


gines' suffocating smoke are a constant 
menace to the lives of trainmen. En- 
gineers and firemen use handkerchiefs 
to prevent inhaling the atmosphere. 
Brakemen hang low down on car stir- 
rups. The company has had experts 
at the tunnel for the past few days to 
devise some method to force a draft 
through the tunnel. A powerful fan 
may be tried. The hole is nearly a 
mile long and with a single track. 


Effect of the War on Siberia. 


Siberian cities are in straits on ac- 


count of the Russo-Japanese war and 
the interrupted import of commodities, 
says the New York Tribune. Nikolai- 
evsk, at the mouth of the Amoor river, 
is out of oil, gas and tallow, and pretty 
nearly out of coal. Other and smaller 
towns are in similar extremity, with 
the outlook for their replenishing not 
so promising as it might be. Night in 
those towns and regions lasts all win- 
ter when it sets in, and lack of oil 
would be a situation not to be thought 
of with anything like composure. War 
risks on shipments there in Hamburg 
and London are 20 guineas per cent, 
the underwriters still not thinking them 
high enough. What little business is 
being done in war risks to Japanese 
ports shows no advance in rates, the 
situation in that country as to provi- 
sioning being camparatiyely favorable; 
in fact, about as good as it is on an 
average. 


Millionaire 


The packing plants of Nebraska at 


Omaha recently bad a number of mil- 
lionaire workmen laboring ten hours 
at the union scale of 19 cents per hour, 
says the New York World. Edward I. 
and Joseph Cudahy, sons of Richard 
Cudahy of the Cudahy Packing com- 
pany, and Mcrk Morton, son of J.

I bled like a slaughtered 
calf." Kruger made bis way to tbe 
wagons, where bis wife and sister-in- 
law were sitting by tbe fire. The sis- 
ter-in-law pointed to his band. "Look 
wiiat fat game Brother Paul has been 
shooting," she said, and that was all. 
They went home. Kruger took out his 
knife and cut across tbe ball of the 
thumb, removing as much as was nec- 
essary. "Then they killed a goat, took 
out tbe stomach and cut it open. I put 
my band into it while it was still 
warm," and thus was tbe wound 
healed. 


Once when Kruger was chasing a 


buffalo bull and bis horse had brought 
him close to tbe game, tbe buffalo 
stumbled and fell into a wallow filled 
by recent rains from a muddy pool, 
says the Philadelphia Times. Unable 
to check bis speed the horse followed, 
and with bis rider fell in a heap on tbe 
Dull. Not for an-instant did Kruger 
lose bis presence of mind. He sprang 
from bis horse, and, seizing tbe horns 
of the buffalo, twisted tbe bead so as 
to bring the nose and mouth of the 
animal under water. There be held it 
by main force, himself astride of tbe 
buffalo, until it was drowned. 


At eighteen Kruger was assistant 


field cornet; at twenty, full fiald cornet. 
His public life began at this time. 
Thenceforward be played a conspicu- 
ous part in all the wars and civil strug- 
gles of the Transvaal. In one expedi- 
tion against tbe Kaffir chiefs Mapela 
and Makapan he bad an adventure In 
which he gave one more proof of his 
fearless spirit, says tbe New York 
Tribune. 
The Boer commando had 


driven the Kaffirs into some caves in 
the mountains, where they suffered se- 
verely from famine but obstinately re- 
fused to surrender. Kruger, wishing 
to bring tbe siege to a close, crept in 
the dark into one of tbe caves where 
a large body of Kaffirs lay and began 
to talk to them in their own language, 
suggesting that it would be better for 
them to surrender than to die of hun- 
ger and offering to go to tbe white 
men to negotiate. 


Suddenly a Kaffir who recognized 


by the voice that it was dot one of 
bis own people who spoke exclaimed, 
"Magoa!" (white man). At' the cry all 
the Kaffirs rushed suddenly into tbe 
back of the cave. He followed them 
and was not killed because in tbe dark- 
ness they could not distinguish the in- 
truder. 
Finally be again addressed 


them, simulating their accent, and suc- 
ceeded in bringing 180 women and 
children out of the cave, himself re- 
maining undiscovered until they had 
emerged. 


Her* is another of tbe innumerable 


stories of Kruger: 
A question about 


a division of some property as to 
which two brothers had a dispute was 
referred to him and it was agreed that 
his Judgment should be accepted. Aft- 
er bearing both sides said he to the 
elder one: "I decide that you, being 
the senior, shall have the dividing of 
this property; but," he added, with a 
twinkle in bis eye, "I also decide that 
your brother shall have his choice of 
the two portions!" 


It Is said that Kruger had a rare 


appreciation of a joke, and before the 
outbreak of the late war, when he was 
called upon at the government build- 
ings in Pretoria by some back country 
Boers, he requested them to blow out 
an electric lamp, says the New York 
Press. 
One after another tried and 


failed. 
Then Oom Paul bade them 


look, and, blowing out bis cheeks, slyly 
tnrned the switch, blew, and out went 
the light. Tbe Boers were amazed, and 
as they left the buildings obe of them, 
wbo bad been more observant than tbe 
rest, remarked: "The president must 
have a wonderfully strong breath, for 
did you notice the light was entirely 
Inclosed in glass?"

He be- 
gan as Surrogate, then advanced to the 
State Supreme Court, and then to the 
Court of Appeals. Gradually the pow- 
er of his personality impressed itself 
unon the men who were looking for 
a party leader. He was urged to be a 
candidate for Governor, and for two 
years he has bee;i looked upon ap thi 
probable candidate of the Democracy 
in the Presidential campaign. 


Yet his way of life has not been in 


the least disturbed. He remains a sim-

The Way One o£ These Arctic Ter- 


rors Handled Six Assailant*—Daring 
of link I mo Hunter*—How the Beam 
Catch and Worry tlie Seals. 
When a winter is unusually severe 


in Baffin Land and Labrador the polar 
bears wander off among the ice floes in 
greater numbers than usual in quest of 
seals, upon which they chiefly feed, 
and on these occasions the crews of 
the Newfoundland sealing fleet have 
many encounters with these monsters. 


When he is well fed the polar bear is 


easily worsted, but if hungry he fights 
with fury. 
Hence encounters with 


bears are not sought unless riflemen 
are included in the party, but some- 
times there is no alternative. On one 
occasion several men armed only with 
seal clubs had to fight, an old male 
bear. 


One man thought he saw a seal be- 


hind a hummock and started off after 
it, a second following him. Just as the 
first topped the hummock he raised his 
club and struck, when to his horror he 
found he had hit a polar bear over the 
snout. The bear turned on him with 
an angry growl and would have dis- 
membered him with n single stroke if 
the second man had not got in and hit 
him on the snout also. This blow half 
stunned him, and he fell backward 
into a small hole of water. 


Still, though dnzed, he struggled to 


get out, and so there Tvas nothing for 
it but to fight 'him, and this the men 
did successfully, the whole seven join- 
ing in the struggle. Yet he broke one 
man's ankle, lacerated another's thigh 
and splintered the arm of a third roan 
before he gave in. His skin and fat 
weighed 4.00 pounds and his carcass 
probably as much more, so that he was 
as bulky as a small horse. 


• On another occasion there was a fierce 
fight, within full view of a ship's crew, 
between a bear and six men. Bruin 
had been asleep for the night on a 
small pan of ice and was awakened 
in the early morning by the sound of 
the steamer's whistle, blown to call 
her crew to their day's toil. The bear, 
aroused from slumber, raised himself 
on his hind paws with si mighty growl, 
as if in challenge to the ship. His de- 
fiance was accepted in this sense by 
six young seamen, who promptly made 
at him with only their clubs. 


The bear was unable to leave the 


small pan he was on. owing to six 
enemies assailing him, and so he had 
to fight it out there. He made a game 
defense, too, notwithstanding all at- 
tacks of his adversaries. One of these 
struck at him with a club, but 
he 


reared up, caught it in his mouth and 
jerked it from the owner's hand. and. 
shaking it as a terrier would a rat, 
hurriedly banged the owner with it 
and felled him senseless with fl blow 
over the head. 
The other assailants 


he kept off also in the same way, and 
it was not till a man came from the 
ship with a rifle and-put four bullets 
through him that he showed any weak- 
ening. At last he became dazed, and 
a well directed blow on the snout 
stuTinp<l him. while a shower more ap- 
parently killed him. 


A rope wr.s lashed around his body 


and he was swung up by the ship's 
winch to be srot on board, but just as 
he came over the mil the rope broke 
and he disappeared from view in the 
wator. 
The cold bath revived him. 


for in about five minutes he was seen 
to emerge in a blowhole in n floe, and, 
after two or three painful attempts, 
laboriously climbed on to a high pnn. 
Three men were at once dispatched 
after him, and he wns stunned, stabbed 
to the heart and then dragged to the 
ship to be pkinned. 
He was nearly 


nine feet long mid twelve feet in lar- 
gest girth, and was altogether a for- 
midable adversary.

polar bears, as it is quite a novel form 
of big game hunting. The scene is the 
great floating ice field, and from hum- 
mock to hummock and berg to berg 
the hunter will dog his prey until a 
lucky shot will enable him to bring 
down the victim. 


Sealing captains will never let their 


guests go off unattended on such a mis- 
sion, but send a couple of expert rifle- 
men with them, as at times Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Bear and their" o£fspringTmay be 


at home on the floe, %'nd they would be 
rather too formidable a combination 
for the inexperienced hunter. 


The Eskimo of Greenland and Baffin 


Land are notable bear hunters. The 
Eskimos have trained their clogs to run 
the creatures down und torment them 
until they can come ,up themselves and 
give the quietus with, lance or gun. The 
daring of the Eskimo hunters is great, 
and they will atta'tlt the infuriated 
bear the moment they come within 
striking range. 


In northern Labrador they are also 


lo be got in goodly numbers. One sea- 
son a Newfoundland fishing skipper 
found two of them < entangled in his 
nets in O'Brien harbor, at the entrance 
to Ungava bay, and.'* was able to kill 
them with but little trouble. Another 
skipper sighted a third and sent two 
men in a boat after him, but their first 
xhot only wounded the brute, and he 
made back nt them, upset and tore 
apart their boat and badly gashed one 
of the men before the schooner ran 
down and poured a whole buttery of 
bullets into Mm. 


The Hudson Bay company's factors 


are always keen to secure skins of this 
white water bear. Last year one sta- 
tion secured fourteen of these skins, 
the largest of which measured thirteen 
feet and brought ?13 nt the company's 
annual auction in London. Another 
•tation, Nakvak, the most northern 
and therefore the best situated for 
them, -collects about sixty a year. 
About 400 bears are killed along Labra- 
dor every twelvemonth. 


These bears are extraordinarily cun- 


ning. They catch seals in exactly the 
same way as the Eskimo, by waiting 
at a blowhole, ha\iug first built up a 
little wall around it. They show clev- 
erness almost human in grasping a 
seal when it comes up to breathe and 
transferring it to the ice. 


If the bear is not hungry he will 


play with the seal just as' a cat does 
with a mouse, patting it till it wriggles 
away, catching it a^ain, tossing it into 
the air and tonuring it in various 
ways, but always keeping between it 
and the blowhole, and eventually kill- 
ing it by jumping on it with all four 
paws. 


The bears also will wait, nose down, 


against the floe by which seals, nar- 
whals and even white whales swim, 
and when one of these will rise to 
breathe, spring upon it like a cat on 
a sparrow, hugging and tearing it to 
death in the writer and eventually 
dragging it up on the ice, to be de- 
voured at leisure. 
When no better 


food offers they subsist on some of the 
•innumerable diving birds that abound 
In northern seas. The bear will im- 
merse himself in the water where the 
birds are swimming, and then, sink- 
ing beneath it, will ]eaye*nly,the black 
nose visible, up to which the unwit- 
ting bird swims, only to find itself a 
victim to his maw 


It is while abroad on the ice that 


the bears are carried off by adverse 
winds and swept «outh to perish of 
starvation. On OIIP occasion the steam- 
ship Hanover, crossing the- Grand 
banks on the way to Baltimore, sight- 
ed an iceberg on \vhichj "were* moving 
objects first thought to be human be- 
ings, but subsequently seen to be six 
polar bears. 
They had been ferried 


hundreds of miles from their arctic 
home and were doomed to perish by 
drowning or hunger. Similar scenes 
are often witnessed by the crews of 
vessels fishing on the. Grand banks. 


On another occasion two castaway 


fishermen from one -of*the ships on thjt \ 


' 


bank* pulled reward an fceBerg to get 
some fragments to melt Into drinking 
water, but found it tenanted by a 
starving polar bear, which plunged into 
the sea and made after them on catch- 
ing sight of them. They bad to row 
their boat to escape, as these bears 
can swim as well as seals, and It was 
only when he sa-w he could not reach 
them that he returned to his lonely 
eyrie, bellowing forth hoarse growls 
of rage the while.—St. John's (N. B.) 
-Cor. Detroit Tribune. 


THREE FAMOUS PIONEERS. 


Pea Pictures of Daniel Boone, Davy 


CrocteSt aud Kit Carson. 


In his book, "The Way to the West," 


Emerson Hough gives sketches of three 
famous pioneers. Of Daniel Boone he 
says: "Boone was neither a tall nor a 
thin man. 
He was not angular or 


bony. 
His frame was covered not 


with cloying fat, but with firm and 
easily playing muscles, and he carried 
none of the useless tissue of the man 
of civilization. His weight was 'about 
175 pounds.' Audubon, who met hio> 
late in his life, says: 'He approached 
the gigantic in stature. His chest was 
broad and prominent and his muscular 
powers were visible in every limb. His 
countenance gave indication of his 
great courage, enterprise and perse- 
verance.' Yet in person Boone did not 
quite reach the six foot mark, but was 
just below five feet ten inches in stat- 
ure, some say five feet eight inches, be- 
ing therefore of exactly that build 
which good judges of men 
esteem 


to be most desirable for combined 
strength, activity and endurance. He 
was rather broad shouldered; that is 
to say, his shoulders nicely overhung 
his hips. 
—11 agree that be was of 


'robust and powerful proportions.' " 


Davy Crockett when he was first 


elected to congress is described as a 
"finely proportioned man, about six 
feet high, forty-five years of age, of 
very frank, pleasing and open counte- 
nance." He was dressed in homespun 
and wore a black fur cap on his head 
when seen by a traveler who called at 
his house. Going thus into public life, 
he began to show "an unusual strength 
of mind and a memory almost miracu- 
lous." 
Uncultured, ignorant, terribly 


handicapped by lack of training and 
opportunity, he overcame it all. 
In 


Washington he won national popular- 
ity. '*We see in the Crockett of 1834," 
says Hough, "a figure not approached 
by any other American statesman so 
nearly as by that other rugged west- 
erner, Abraham Lincoln." 


Kit Carson was a grandson of-Dan- 


iel Boone and was born in 1805. 
Hough describes him as follows: "Five 
feet six, with twinkling, blue-gray 
eyes, a large and well developed head, 
with hair sandy and well brushed 
back, Kit Carson at his best was the 
reverse of impressive. 
He was sim- 


ple, peaceable and quiet in disposition, 
temperate and strictly moral in a time 
and place when these qualities made 
nne a marked man. 
Yet throughout 


!he length and braadth of the Indian 
country this little man was more 
feared,- single and alone, than any 
other trapper or Indian fighter in all 
the west. He was respected as well 
as feared."
